A question asked by Senior Clerk 
Ann Whitney last week seemed to 
symbolize the plight of the 14 town 
employees slated to be laid off in 
the year ahead. 

Whitney has worked in town hall 
for five years. She told members of 
the Wilmington Finance 
Committee at their hearing on the 
town meeting warrant her duties 
include switchboard operator, 
receptionist for the town manager, 
typing, word processing, filing, 
taking care of the mail, setting up 
agendas, and processing worker's 
compensation claims. Whitney 
explained she was being laid off 
despite having seniority over 13 


other employees and asked: "How 
can they do without me?" 

Selectman Chester Bruce appeal- 
ed for "a little bit of compassion" 
for town employees. He was an- 
gered by the fact that Whitney was 
being let go, even though the town 
manager plans to hire a second 
purchasing personnel clerk. Be- 
sides Whitney, Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski's staff includes 
an administrative assistant and a 
purchasing personnel clerk. 

Assistant Town Manager Jeff 
Hull told Bruce the last thing Stap- 
czynski wants to do is lay people, 
off.

Redevelopment gift 
unaccounted for

Jay Donovan, chairman of the 
Wilmington Redevelopment Auth- 
ority, was informed last week his 
board's gift of $110,685 was put 
into the general fund but officials 
cannot specifically account for its 
whereabouts. Donovan questioned 
Town Accountant Michael Morris 
about the moncy at the direction of 
his board, following a second 
request for funds to help Wil- 
mington out of its financial crisis 

Morris told this paper Monday 
the donation was posted as a gen- 
eral fund receipt, which is used to 
finance most town and school ap- 
propriations. 

"The idea was to hedge the 
schools being cut and it achieved 
that purpose,” said Morris. He ad. 
ded that a good portion of the 
general fund goes back to the 
schools in some way.

Donovan said his board would 
like more specific information on 
how the money is being spent, 
especially since it was his under- 
standing all of the money was 
supposed to go to Wilmington 
schools.,He asked if the general 
fund was “some kind of a black 
hole where moncy disappears." He 
added, in a letter to the town last 
September, his board asked for an 
accounting as to how the funds 
would be disbursed. 

Ina memo dated March 14, Mor- 
ris told Donovan though there was 
discussion at the November, 1989 
town meeting that the $110,000 
would be used for the school de- 
partment appropriation, the funds 
were accepted as a gencral fund 
receipt and not applied directly to 
the school budget. 

The motion made by Selectmen 
Chairman Robert Cain seems to 
bear that out. Cain's motion in 
November was for the town to re- 
ceive the moncy as a gift “for the 
purpose of balancing the municipal 
budget."

Bruce claimed Stapczynski only 
needs one purchasing clerk and 
shouldn't be letting a current 
employce go under these circum- 
stances. Whitney said she had tried 
"everything" to remain on the 
payroll, including applying for the 
job opening of purchasing clerk. 

Due to the town's tight budget 
situation, it is expected 24 town 
positions will not be funded next 
year and 14 current employees will 
lose thir jobs. On the school side, 


it is expected 21 positions will be 
eliminated. 

During the evening, fincom 
members reviewed the FY '91 
budget by department. Cuts in two 
departments raised questions and 
led to some disc 

Library Trustee Larry Flaherty 
said the library needs a budget of 
$358,071 or it could lose at least 
$14,000 in grant monics. The town 
manager is recommending a 
budget of $301,562. In the past, the 
grants have paid for computers and 
furniture. 

"We must maintain minimum 
standards, erty said, adding if 
they don't get the needed funds, the 
town might as well close the lib- 
rary. 

The recreation budget is being 
cut from $116,382 to $64,291. 
Recreation Director Ron Swasey 
said he is trying to be innovative in 
keeping programs and personnel 
Some programs, like the 20 year 
old summer day camp, Camp Forty 
Acres, is slated for elimination 
Others, like the swim program at 
town beach, will be made self- 
supporting and still others will be 
"a lite different in character" 
because fees will go up, said 
Swasey. Most positions are expect- 
ed to be part time.

Andover picks Stapczynski

In a unanimous vote Monday, the 
Andover Board of Selectmen chose 
Buzz Stapezynski as their new town 
manager. Stapezynski, who has 
served as Wilmington's town 
manager for the past nine years, 
won over finalist Richard Howe 
and a ficld of 102 applicants. 

In a brief balloting session, An- 
dover sclectmen gave the nod to 
Stapezynski, calling him "a truly 
representative town manager for 
this town." Selectmen noted the 
qualifications and “professional- 
ism" of both finalists came across 
in interviews the week before 

The long-awaited announcement 
was not without its humorous mo- 
ments as Chairman Gail Ralston 

warned her board the new ma- 

name is Buzz, "not Bud or

now meet with Stapezynski to work 
out the terms of his contract. Once 
the contract is settled, it is expected 
Stapezynski will announce his re- 
signation and leave within six to 
eight weeks, 

After the meeting, Stapezynski 
seemed elated by the news. He told 
this paper he and his wife Sandy 
were "thrilled and honored" by his 
unanimous selection. 

"It's been a long and professional 
process, They (Andover select- 
men) did an excellent job,” 
Stapezynski said 

Stapezynski went out of his way 
to thank Wilmington selectmen for 
their support and "team" spirit 
over the years, 

"If we have accomplished any- 
thing, it’s not been one person 
doing it," the town manager said, 
referring to such accomplishments 
as a renovated high school, two 
water treatment plants, and an "ex- 
celient" working relationship with 
the school department. 

Stapezynski said he will wait unul 
the April 23 selectmen's meeting to 
outline a selection process to help 
find his replacement. At least one 
selecuman feels that process could 
take as lot year, Stapezynski 
said he will also recommend that 
Assistant Town Manager Jeff Hull 
be appointed temporary town ma- 
nager until a new administrator is 
found. 

Reaction to the news was quick in 
coming, 

"To lose a person with his (Stap 
‘ezynski's) talent and dedication to 
the job is going to be hard to ac- 
cept,” said selectmen Chairman 
Bob Cain, adding that he himself 
was planning to do all in his power 
to convince Stapezynski to stay in 
Wilmington. 


Cain said it was ironic Stap- 
czynski received the unanimous 
support of Andover selectmen, but 
when it came time to reappoint him 
in Wilmington, his own board was 
not unanimous in its support. Wha’ 
especially irked him, Cain said, 
was the fact that those who didn't 
vote for Stapezynski's reappoint- 
ment never gave a reason for their 
vole. 

Cain praised Stapezynski for 
being a hard worker and for "mak- 
ing us all look better than we are." 

"His job was not to be popular. 
His job was to make the tough de- 
cisions. There's alot of talented 
people out there; it's going to be 
hard to give up the best,” Cain 
concluded. 

Fellow Selectman Chester Bruce 
has not always seen eye to eye with 
the town manager. Bruce noted, 
however, that his working rela- 
tionship with Stapezynski has been 
"good." Of Stapezynski's selection 
Bruce said, "I think he'll do a good 
job there, He has my congratula- 
tions," 

In looking ahead, the selectman 
said Wilmington needs a person 
with financial expertise, good ma- 
nagerial skills, and someone who is 
not politically inclined 

"I feel let's run the town and 
leave the politics to the politicians," 
said Bruce. 

One of the first tasks facing Stap- 
czynski once he decides to accept 
the Andover job will be a town 
mecting that was..postponed until 
June. Ironically, one of Stapezy- 
nski's last chores as Wilmington 
manager will be presenting his 
budget to voters at this month's

Preschool program 
faces tuition hike

Parents who plan to enroll their 
children in the Wilmington Public 
Schools preschool program will 
have to pay a monthly tuition of 
$130 for the 1990-91 school year. 
Though this is an increase over the 
current $58 a month, the program 
will be expanded from two to four 
days a week and is still expected to 
be competitive with schools in oth- 
er towns. 

The integrated preschool services 
both a regular and special needs 
population. By law, special needs 
preschoolers are entitled to a free 
education and will not be impacted 
by the increased cost. 

The program is housed at Wil- 
mington High, It is staffed by pro- 
fessional personnel as well as stu- 


dents in the school’s early child- 
hood program. The Wilmington 
School Committee made a commit- 
ment to support the unique concept 
as long as the program remains 
self-supporting. 

According to preschool super- 
visor Bob Arsenault, if there is a 
maximum enrollment next year, 
the program could realize $28,600. 
By combining tuition payments 
with an entitlement grant of 
$7,000, the program's anticipated 
revenues could be $35,600. Pro- 
jected expenses are $35,070, Arse- 
nault said. 

The supervisor expressed some 
concern that the program could be 
hurt if it is undersubscribed or if 
there were a large turnover of stu- 
dents during the school year. 


Tomato seeds from space 


Budding student scientists in 
Mrs. Penttinen's sixth grade 
science class at Wilmington's 
North Intermediate School are 
planting gardens to experiment 
with tomato seeds from space. 

During the spring semester, 
students will grow and monitor 
space exposed seeds and earth 
based seeds, searching for 
differences caused by long term 
exposure to. cosmic radiation. 
Results gathered by the students 
will be forwarded to NASA by 
June 15 for a final report. 

For nearly six years the seeds 
were exposed to the harsh 
environment of space, subjected to 
cosmic radiation, temperature 
extremes, weightlessness, and the 
vacuum of space. Students will be 
looking for possible mutations to 
the tomato plant, such as changes in 
fruit size and color, growth rate, 
and leaf, stem and stalk shapes and 
sizes. The, pink grapefruit is a 
mutation resulting from 
irradiating the white grapefruit 


seed. 

The space exposed experiment 
developed for students (SEEDS) 
was one of 57 experiments housed 
on the recently recovered 11 ton 
long duration exposure facility 
satellite. After a nearly six year 
voyage in space, the 12.5 million 
tomato seeds were rescued by the 
crew of the space shuttle Columbia 
on January 12, 1990. 

Seeds is a cooperative project 
between NASA and Park Seed 
Company, Greenwood, S.C., 
offering students a one of a kind 
hands-on experiment to study the 
effects of long term space exposure 
on living tissue. Seeds has the 
potential to involve four million 
students and 40,000 educators. 

In March, NASA distributed 
180,000 Seeds kits containing space 
exposed seeds and an equal number 
of earth based seeds to teachers 
from the upper elementary school 
to the university level for 
experiments and study.

Board delays 
Cushing Estates decision

Concer over a "tremendous a- 
mount" of filling on one lot in the 
Cushing Estates subdivision led the 
Wilmington Planning Board Tues- 
day to delay a decision on the defi- 
nitive plan until conservation com- 
missioners review it. Conservation 
Administrator Eileen Flaherty said 
her board is expected to review the 
plan tonight and may issue a de- 
cision April 18. In addition, per- 
colation tests are scheduled for 
Thursday. Planners continued the 
hearing to May 1. 

Cushing Estates is an 11 lot sub- 
division being developed by Jay 
Tighe off Shawsheen Avenue. Ac- 
cording to Fred Russell of the BSC 
Group, the proponent is requesting 
two waivers: to reduce the road- 
way width from 32 feet to 28 feet 
and to put a sidewalk on only one 
side of the road, which runs the 
length of the project. Russell also 
said there are some wetlands that 
would need compensation on lot 
11. 

Flaherty suggested the proponent 
modify the plan to reduce the im- 
pact of filling in the floodplain and 
on lot 11. She maintained the 
filling of bordering land subject to 
flooding was avoidable and the 
board should view lot 11 as 
unbuildable. Planners said such a 
decision falls under the jurisdiction 


of the conservation board. 

“We are (only) approving the 
roadway,” said Carole Hamilton. 

Flaherty said, with so much 
floodplain filling on nearby lots 
and developments, there was a need 
to look at the larger picture to 
make sure the filling does not cause 
restrictions upstream and down, 
She said, in her professional opi- 
nion, the filling impact is "signi- 
ficant." 

Engineer Doug Miller explained 
the road was pushed as far away 
from the wetlands as possible. He 
added if there are changes required 
on the approximately 1,000 foot 
road it could impact adjoing pro- 
perty owned by Mr. Mulholland. 
Flaherty questioned whether Mr. 
Mulholland would be able to build 
a road on his property as it's in the 
100 year floodplain and there 
would be no room to compensate. 

Tighe disputed Flaherty’s figure, 
saying no more than a third of the 
abuttor's property is in the flood- 
plain. He added that FEMA maps 
used to determine the floodplain 
need to be amended. He said the 
floodplain elevation on part of his 
property is only 96 and not 100 as 
shown. Tighe told the planning 
board the definitive proposal "js 
the best possible plan for all con- 
cerned." 


Committee adopts

According to the evaluation in- 
structions, formal evaluations are 
to be completed each.year before 
April 15 for non-tenured person- 
nel and before June 30 for tenured

We don't often recommend that 
you ignore anything on your 
income tax return, but this is an 
exception: the forms were already 
printed when Congress repealed 
the Medicare surtax that was to pay 
for catastrophic care. Though line 
54 asks: for a tax, and the 
instructions tell you how to figure 
it, pass it by. That's one tax that 
you don't owe. 


If you have already paid a portion 


of the surtax you expected to owe - 
along with your quarterly 
estimated tax payments - you can 
now subtract-that amount from the 
taxes that you owe or add it to your 
expected refund. 

For several months, premiums 
for the catastrophic-care insurance 
program were subtracted 
automatically from millions of 
Social Security checks because 
government computer programs 
could not be altered in time. 
However, the Treasury Depart- 
ment has been sending out refund 
checks to make up for the 
overcharge and it is hoped that the 
system will be reprogrammed by 
now to deduct only the correct 
premiums.

Tewksbury towing 
contract up for grabs, 
but police disagree

Frank's Towing, formerly based 
at the Texaco station on the Lowell- 
‘Tewksbury line, has handled all of 
the town's towing needs for years. 

Whenever Tewksbury police need 
to have a car towed away, after an 
accident, on a DUI arrest, or simply 
for blocking the road, they place a 
call to Frank's, at any time of the 
day or night. 

Frank Matthews, owner of Frank's 
Towing, bought out Frank Walters 
for the contract some three years 
ago, according to police officials, so 
the town's towing has been done by 
virtually the same firm for years. 

Recently, however, the selectmen 
have been asked to open the towing 
contract to competitive bidding, to 
let others try for the contract. A bid 
proposal will be discussed and voted 
at next week's board of selectmen's 
meeting, for later advertisement and 
approval, 

‘The police, on the other hand, are 
happy with Frank's service, and they

night of the ad-hoc Towing Comm- 
ittee. “I don't think we're going to 
gel as good a service as we get from 
(Frank's)," 

Mackey said Frank's Towing has 
shown quick responses whenever a 
call is made, and there have been no 
complaints at all that he knows of. 

Still, there may be other, locally- 
based firms interested in taking on 
the town's tow contract, said Select- 
man Bill Hurton, so "let's see what 
we've gol out there." 

Selectman Lou Carcifi, who said 
he finds it objectionable to have to 
drive to another town to retrieve a 
car towed from Tewksbury, said last 
week that state Sen.

Frankly speaking

Buzz will be very comfortable at Andover Town Hall. The 
carpeting is most impressive, there's an elevator (believe it 
or not) and the selectmen begin their meetings with a 
moment of silence and the Pledge of Allegiance. 

Very uppercrust indeed. 

Phillips Andover Academy is a stone's throw away, and as 
I surveyed the sights on Monday evening before attending 
the selectmens' meeting I figured that Buzz's ship was about 
to come in. 

She docked at 7:45 p.m. on a 5-0 vote, with Andover 
Selectman Chairman Gail Ralston providing her colleagues 
with their most important introduction to the man from 
Wilmington. "It's not Bud, and it's not Reggie, it's Bu, 
said Ralston. 

Wilmington will say it's farewell in typically appropriate 
fashion. Gold watches are cliche, so a big shindig with an 
entertaining master of ceremonies (Michael Caira would do 
nicely) will shortly be in the works, 

But the irony here is that just as one local board of 
selectmen is breathing a sigh of relief having completed the 
major task of finding a new chief executive officer, the 
Wilmington board, just two weeks shy of a partial change in 
membership, has to put itself in fourth gear quickly to 
replace Buzz. 

The new fiscal year, beginning July 1, appears more 
threatening than the present. With that thought in mind, this 
community would be wise to conduct its search for a new 
manager in a most timely fashion, 

Step one is the appointment of a temporary town manager. 
This subject could be broached as early as April 23 when 
Buzz Stapezynski is expected to present a transition plan to 
the selectmen. It's naturally anticipated that Assistant Town 
Manager Jeff Hull will win the post. Hull has enjoyed a close 
working relationship with his boss and is the person most 
qualified to assume temporary responsibility for the day to 
day operations of town government, 

Then the hard work begins. The selectmen have to make 
an important policy decision regarding how to find a 
manager. The possibilities include the appointment of a 
consultant, establishing a search committee comprised of 
citizens and community leaders, or the selectmen assuming 
full responsibility for screening resumes and interviewing 
candidates. "These three mechanisms are used frequently 
throughout the state depending on the makeup of the board 
and the community's resources", said Sheila Cheimets, 
Executive Director of the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association. 

One of the best comments made at the Andover sclectmens' 
meeting came from Chairman Ralston who said that the most 
important outcome of her board's work was that the process 
had brought them and the community closer together. "At 
every step of the way we respected each others opinions and 
it made the process a lot nicer for the applicants and the 
selectmen”, said Ralston. 

To build a similar consensus in Wilmington, and a positive 
feeling in the community regarding the selection of a new 
manager, one process deserving consideration is the 
formation of a public search committee. This is appropriate 
because it would make the new manager's appointment a 
town-wide effort. 

Elderly citizens, parents, educators, and just "plain, old 
folks" could take part in establishing a criteria for what type 
of administrator the town needs and should seek. 
Thereafter, the search committee reviews resumes and 
presents a list of finalist to the selectmen. 

F. Ellis Fitzpatrick is a North Andover resident and 
recently served on the search committee in that town to find 
a new manager. Fitzpatrick and his colleagues were 
appointed by the selectmen and given a criteria of what 
qualifications to seek in a new town administrator. "We 
boiled it down to ten semi-finalists who met the selectmens' 
prescription for what the town needed in a manager", said 


Fitzpatrick, who added, "People in town thought the search 
committee was a more objective process”. 

In any event, the final appointment decision is the 
prerogative of the sclectmen. It is probably the most 
important decision they will ever make. The manager is the 
local appointing authority and has the critical task of 
formulating a budget and acting as chief fiscal officer. 
Further, whoever he or she will be, Buzz Stapczynski's 
successor has his work cut out for him (or her). 

If the ongoing fiscal crisis and its local ramifications 
aren't sufficient, the new manager will certainly be 
challenged by the Reading Municipal Light issue, traffic and 
the redevelopment of Wilmington Center, industrial and 
residential development, affordable housing, and more. 

Many of these issues bring their respective political 
challenges with them, exacerbating yhe need for a field of 
seasoned candidates experienced in municipal goverment 

As the town manager affects every citizen who depends on 
the administration of local services, making his or her 
selection a community effort will make the process a 
positive one for both the selectmen and the town as a whole,

The Wilmington Water & Sewer Commissioners have completed 
the first two-thirds of along range program, and water is available 
in quantity in practically all parts of the town. It will probably be 
some years before the Water Department will have to request 
houscholders and others to refrain from taking water, during the 
summer months. 

There are now two sources of water, and two treatment plants, 
each of which can deliver good quanitities of clean water. The 
water mains in Wilmington are of a size capable of delivering good 
quantities of water. 

There might possibly be a time, 10 or 12 years in the future, when 
water supplies in Wilmington will not be sufficient, based on the 
Present system, But the commissioners are looking ahead. 

They know where they will erect the next new waler treatment 
Plant in West Wilmington when that day arrives. Water supplies, 
Present and future are something over which the town of 
Wilmington does not have to worry.

We can’t take our drinking water for granted anymore. It is time to take all necessary 
precautions to protect the aquifers from any further contamination. Groundwater should be 
protected now so that it will be available for future generations. We can do this by having 
an aquifer protection bylaw. AN AQUIFER IS AN UNDERGROUND SUPPLY OF 
WATER, PARTICULARLY DRINKING WATER. 
A major aquifer exists across Wilmington. It extends from Lubbers Brook - near Silver Lake 
- to east Wilmington and the Ipswich River. Other smaller aquifers are located in north and 


south Wilmington. 


Aquifers can be destroyed by careless disposal of sewage, chemicals, spilled gasoline and 


other substances. 


The proposed bylaw would prohibit sanitary landfills and open dumps as well as facilities 
that treat, store, generate or dispose of hazardous waste, junk yards and sewage disposal 
systems within the groundwater district. 
The bylaw would containa set of restrictions to be enforced within a groundwater protection 
district mapped out by an environmental consulting firm. 
This is a very important town meeting article because it offers us the opportunity of starting 
now to protect the aquifers and our drinking water.

In this age of convenience, most 
backyard gardeners are content to 
purchase started flower and 
vegetable plants from local garden 
centers. This exercise takes place 
about mid May through June, after 
all chance of a late spring frost is 
past. 

Serious gardeners should give 
thought to the many advantages of 
using a coldframe. Before listing 
those advantages, we should define 
the term. A coldframe is a 
miniature outdoor garden, 
enclosed on four sides and covered 
over on nights when temperatures 
are expected to go below freezing. 
The function of a coldframe is to 
allow us to start our flowers and 
vegetables five to six weeks before 
we could otherwise plant outdoors. 

I suspect that the reasons why 
more gardeners do not use a 
coldframe are (a) they are 
intimidated by the idea, fearing it 
must be too complicated, expensive 
and time consuming, and (b) 
inertia sets in, and tomorrow never 
arrives. We've all seen those fancy 
ready to assemble coldframes in 
the seed catalogues, with prices 
ranging from $75 to $150 or more. 
If I can convince you that a simple 
yet fully functional coldframe can 
cost less than $20.00, and can be 
put together by a 12 year old in 
about 20 minutes, maybe you will 
give ita shot this spring. 

The advantages are as follows: 

1. You get to “scratch the itch" to 
get started a month or five weeks 
early, 

2. You can select the varieties you 
want to grow, as opposed to having 
to buy whatever the nurseries may 
have on hand, 

3. Your individual plants, rather 
than costing from .25 to 1,00 or so 
each, will cost you pennies apicce,

4. You will experience that 
special sense of accomplishment 
which comes from seeing the 
growing process through from 
beginning to end. 

The few materials you will need 
are available at nearly all building 
and lumber supply stores. I visited 
Moynihan Lumber in North 
Reading (directly across Route 62 
from Kitty's Restaurant) and they 
have a good supply of the few items 
you will need. All that is required 
is: 

One piece of construction grade 
board, size 2" x 8", 12 feet long; 


One piece, same as above, eight 
feet long; 

One quart of Cuprinol wood 
preservative; 

Four feet of four mil by six ft. 
wide sheet plastic, 

The wood is priced at .64 per 
foot, the Cuprinol costs around 
$6.00, the plastic sheet is another 
dollar. Grand total; less than 
$20.00. The salespeople at 
Moynihan's are most accom- 
modating; they will cut the two 
pieces on request. Ask that the 12 
footer be cut exactly in half, and 
ask for two, three footers from the 
eight footer. (The eight foot length 
is the shortest stock size available, 
and we want to end up with a 
coldframe measuring three feet 
wide by six feet long). A planting 
area measuring three by six feet 
will afford us enough room to start 
between 300 and 400 plants, 
depending on spacing. We'll 
discuss planting the coldframe next 
week, 

I suggest using plastic shecting to 
cover the coldframe on cold nights 
since storm windows, the usual 
cover, are becoming increasingly 
hard to find.If you have a partial 
container of wood preservative in 
the cellar, your outlay is that much 
less. Don't be tempted to skip the 
preservation of the wood, since 


coated wood will outlast untreated 
wood by three to one. 
Apply two coats of wood 


preservative to the four picces of 
lumber, being sure to saturate the 
cut ends. When drying is 
complete, nail the wood together at 
the four corners, to create a 
rectangular frame measuring three

by six. It's that simple. 

You will need to find a corner in 
the yard which is open to direct sun 
for at least five hours a day, with 
seven or eight hours being 
optimum, Mark off a rectangle the 
same size as the frame and excavate 
four inches (more or less) of soil 
from this area. Set the woodframe 
into this depression, such that the 
eight inch high frame is half in and 
half out of the ground. Now we are 
ready to proceed to soil 


preparation and planting, which 
will be addressed next week. 

The timing for plafiting the 
coldframe is important. The first 
of April is too early, the first of 


May is too late. Aim for the 
weekends of April 14 and 15 or 
April 21 and 22. 

A final thought: if you are 
considering having your garden 
roto tilled this spring, the best time 


~to do so is between April 7 and 


May 15. I am going to plug the 
man who tills my 35 by 50 foot 
garden each spring because he does 
a superb job and his rates are very 
reasonable.

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The ° ‘missing’ Henry Harnden 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

According to the late Philip 
Buzzell (for many years the Town 
Counsel of Wilmington) the man 
who captured Jefferson Davis, 
president of the Confederate States 
was General Henry Harnden, of 
Wilmington, Mass. Mr. Buzzell 
was a descendant of Lt. Benjamin 
Hamden, as was General Harnden. 

The problem is that there is 
absolutely no record of Henry 
Harnden, the man who became a 
General in the years after the Civil 
War, ever having lived in Wil- 
mington, Three Harndens named 
Henry were born in Wilmington 
but only two of those are in the 
records, 

The first Henry Harnden was a 
grandson of Colonel Joshua Harn- 
den, born to Joshua Jr. and Dolly 
Jaquith, and probably in the Harn- 
den Tavern. It was this Henry who 
purchased the Benjamin F. 
Thompson home, on Pop's Hill, 
near the present town hall, back 
about 1833. Harnden Street takes 
its name from the first Henry. 

Henry Harnden was one of six 
children born to Joshua Jr. and 
Dolly. He was born Dec. 26, 1808. 
He died in 1871, 63 years and six 
months old. Shortly afterward the 
home on Glen Road was sold to a 
man named Pickering, who in tum 
sold it to the Union Ice Company, 
which company was harvesting ice 
on Silver Lake. 

There was a son named Henry. 
That he existed can be shown, not 
by his birth records, but by the 
marriage records. 

Henry Harnden, son of Henry, 22 
years old, married Emma F, Pear- 
son, 19 years old, on Nov, 14, 
1861. Shortly afterward he seems 
to have enlisted in the Union 
Army. There is no further record, 
which the writer has been able to 
find, in Wilmington, of this man, 
who may be called Henry Jr., nor 
of Emma, the girl he married. 

There was a third Henry 
Harnden, the man who captured 
Jefferson Davis. There one can 
find nothing. 

James E. Kelley was for many 
years a town clerk, and also a 
selectman in Wilmington. Mr, 
Kelley spent a lot of time, going 
over the records, in the town hall, 
in the Congregational Church, and 
in the family Bibles, He also read 
all the inscriptions on the tomb- 
stones in the cemetery. 

But there were Wilmington 
people whom Jim Kelley did not 
find. That statement, say 80 years 


ago would be almost blasphemy, 
but occasionally the writer comes 
across an error Or an omission 

Don't blame Jim Kelley. What 
the writer finds has become known 
is more recent times. Mr. Kelley 
lived, incidentally, in the building 
at the head of Wilmington 
common, now owned by the 
Baptist Church. 

The Harnden families were 
descendants of Richard and Mary 
Harnden, married in Reading, in 
what is now Wakefield, October 
24, 1666. Their home, which stood 


where 67 High St. is today, in 
Wilmington, was built about that 
lime. 

It was in that home in which 
Jonathan and Rhoda Abbott 
Harnden lived, and in which 
(General) Henry Harnden was 
born, March 4, 1823. 

Jonathan and Rhoda were 
married in Wilmington, and their 
deaths are recorded, before ‘the 
Civil War, in Kelley. The only 
birth recorded is of a daughter, 
Rhoda Maria, born in 1810. 

Another daughter, Helen, in the 


record of her marriage is shown as 
the daughter of Jonathan and 
Rhoda. Helen was recorded as 
being 18 years old when she 
married James P. Morton, 23, of 
Roxbury, on June 22, 1845. There 
is no record of her birth. 

Philip Buzzell, who was a very 


careful man, reported that two 
brothers of Henry Harnden served 
in the Civil War, but he does not 
name them. He adds that 13 
nephews served in the Union 
Army. 

According to Philip Buzzell, 
Henry Harnden, son of Jonathan 
and Rhoda married Mary Light- 
ner, in Roxbury, Dec. 24, 1848. It 
can be noted that this was three 
years after the marriage of his 
sister to a Roxbury man. 

Henry and Mary Harnden moved 
to Wisconsin, an area being settled 
at that time. They lived in Madison, 
and from there Henry volunteered 
his service in the Civil War. 

He died in Madison, March 17, 
1900.

Chapter 230 is law 

I have received a complaint from 
a senior on being charged a fine on 
her checking account. Chapter 230 
is a law that prohibits banks from 
imposing fees against the savings _ 
accounts of persons over 65. The 
law states that "No bank shall 
impose any fee, charge or other 
assessment against savings or 
checking accounts of any person 65 
years of age or older, except for a 
reasonable charge due to a check 
returned for insufficient funds." 
This is not a new law, it was 
enacted in 1984. If you are charged 
a fee remind the bank of this law. 


New England Telephone 

We have been informed by the 
executive office of communities 
and development that the New 
England Telephone Company is 
offering two new programs for 
low income households, They are 
the Lifeline Telephone A: nce 
Program and the Link-up America 
Program, These programs will 
save you money and will not effect 
the amount of your fuel assistance 
benefits. Under the Lifeline 
program, cligible households with 
telephdne service will receive 
$3.50 reduction in their basic 
monthly rate, plus a waiver of the 
monthly Federal Communication 
Commission $3.50 subscriber line 
charge for a total monthly saving 
of $7.00.

Once the telephone is connected 
you become a Lifeline customer 
and eligible for the $7 monthly 
reduction as well. 

Any senior on Welfare, SSI, food 
stamps or fuel assistance can 
qualify and should be notified. If 
not, call the Welfare office or the 
Community Teamwork in Lowell. 
If you have never applied for 
Welfare or fucl and feel you-are., 
living on a low income, you could 
have received help through 
Welfare or fuel but tried to stretch 
your limited income. You may be 
able to get this $7 reduction on 
your monthly bill call the 
Telephone Company Customer 
Response Center weekdays 
between 8:30 a.m. and 5 p.m.;

When you sit down to dinner, how 
much do you eat, by weight? Maybe 
a full pound, or a bit less? Multiply 
that by three meals a day and it totals 
up to quite a large calorie intake in 
an average day. 

Fish, however, don't eat as much, 
in proportion to their size, as we do. 
They are cold blooded, so they need 
far less food than we do. 

That profoundly simple fact may 
help explain why "the fish aren't 
biting today." Maybe they just don't 
need to eal. 

Fish are cold-blooded, like reptiles 
and amphibians, so they have no 
body heat to maintain, as we do. In 
studies done in the arctic, the U.S. 
Air Force found that humans can 
burn up to five full pounds of body 
weight a day, in very cold weather, 
just to keep our insides at a toasty 
98.6F. Not so with cold-bloods. 

Birds, with a higher body temper- 
ature, proportionately eat far more 
than we do. If you say that someone 
"eats like a bird," you're effectively 
saying they can eat about a third of 
their body weight a day. Not exactly 
a skimpy eater, eh? 

Fish have no body temperature, as 
such, Their internal temperature is 
the same as the water around them, 
so they don't need fuel to feed their 
internal furnaces. Cold-bloods need 
food to grow, and for energy, and 
that's about it. 

Some large snakes go weeks, even 
months, between meals. Why should 
a fish be any different? Well, they 
are. 


Most cold blooded life slows down 
if things get too hot or cold, while 
fish don't. Some critters hibernate in 
cold weather and may estivate (neat 
word, eh?) if the weather gets too 
hot. But fish are active all year. That 
requires more food than, say, a big 
python in the Brazilian tropics. 

I've heard people say that bass are 
slower in winter, due to the cold, but 
flat don't believe it, Whenever I'm 
ice fishing, I can always tell when a 
bass is on the line, because the line 
will be screaming off the reel. Few 
fish zoom like a bass under the ice. 
So much for slowed down bass.

You sure are a hard person to get in touch with. We have made repreated attempts to get in 
touch with you about a problem we are having with your company but we continually get 
shuffled to customer relations people and others who have listened to our problem and then 
would politely say there was nothing they could do.

nother words, if we had bought the item from the company that made it, we would have 
gotten our problemcleared up in aday or two. Since we boughtit from you, it’s now been more 
than a month and we still have no solution in sight. What makes the whole thing seem a little 
-silly is that all it would take from your company is a letter telling the other company it could 
maintain the equipment. It wduldn’t cost you a cent and it would make us and other customers 
, with the same problem a great deal happier. 
Just imagine how you would feel if you bought a car and a year later it wouldn’t work 
because one of the parts went bad. When you asked how much it cost to repair, you would be 
told that company policy is that instead of having it repaired, you would have to buy a new 
‘car. 
We really hope you look into this problem and change your policy so that your company 
ill maintain everything it sells or at least won’t stand in the way of you customers to go to 
her companies to get it corrected. So call us up and we'll talk about it. Even if we can’t get 
it resolved, it'll give us a chance to tell you some good things about your company and how 
‘your computer typesetting equipment has resulted in us becoming the leading publication 
nationwide on Indian culture, Indian arts and crafts and recent discoveries about what 
happened in the OldsWest.

And as food is needed for energy, 
so fish eat relatively more than most 
cold-blooded species. 

So why aren't the fish biting? It's 
hard to tell. We simply don't know 
what prompts a fish to eat. Is it the 
moon, or oxygen level, plain old 
fashioned hunger, or what? 

Shad, for example, aren't hungry 
when they make their annual pilgim- 
age (very soon!) upriver. They can 
be annoyed into slamming a "shad 
dart" dut they aren't really hungry. 

Fish can starve, however. It's nota 
pretty sight, and a starving fish will 
lose body weight just like any other 
critter. The bones and ribs show, 
and it just looks pitiful. But starving 
only occurs when there is no food 
available, not voluntarily. 


On the other hand, fish sometimes 
gorge themselves. I've taken bass 
that are stuffed full of minnows, too 
packed to eat another morsel, or so 
it would seem, but they hit my lure 
readily enough. Gorging is often 
done just before, or just after, the 
spawn, which uses up lots of energy. 

But in between those extremes are 
the common times when most of us 
go fishing. Fish will simply ignore a 
lure in front of its nose, or seem so 
finicky that nothing will work. 

Trout, in particular, are finicky 
feeders. If they aren't eating a given 
foodstuff today, forget it. You can't 
tempt a trout to eat something that 
isn't on today's menu. Not likely. 

Whatever the reason, you're just 
not catching anything. Why? 

They aren't starving, or they'd eat. 
They aren't gorging, or they would 
probably try to stuff down one more 
bite. 

Maybe it's their breeding season, 
and they don't dare eat for fear of 
slurping down an offspring. 

Maybe they're eating at off hours, 
while you were still sipping coffee 
in the morning, or asleep last night. 

Or maybe you can take heart in the 
fact that fish simply don’t need much 
to eat for survival. Maybe they've 
eaten enough already today to carry 
them through the next few days. A 
cold-blood just doesn't need much. 

Besides, that makes a good excuse 
for plain bad luck while fishing.

Three generations visit Honduras 


Helping orphans a family affair

Helping orphaned boys in Hon- 
duras has turned into a family 
affair for the Frey family of Wil- 
mington. Three generations of wo- 
men -- Milly Hendrick, Bunny 
Frey, and Missy Frey -- have 
visited Honduras in recent years to 
work with young boys and bring 
boxes of donated clothes and other 
necessities to their new found 
friends, In addition, Bunny and her 
husband Bill sponsor two six year 
old orphans who live at El Hogar 
de Amor y Esperanza (The Home 
of Love and Hope). 

"There is one thing that's very 
satisfactory and that is you're sup- 
plying basic needs to these boys," 
Bunny tells you with a smile as she 
explains her involvement with El 
Hogar. 

Bunny first got involved through 
her mom, Milly, who was helping 
out in Honduras with other mem- 
bers of her church in Florida. Both 
Bunny and Milly had been Peace 
Corps volunteers in Panama and 
Peru and developed an interest in 
Latin America. Bunny's daughter, 
Missy, is currently majoring in 
Spanish and Latin American 
studies at Princeton University and 
teaching English to arca refugees. 
So it was only natural that all three 
women would clect to travel to 
Honduras during their free time to 
help boys who were left to fend for 
themselves in this poverty stricken 
country. 

El Hogar was built in 1979 by 
members of a local Episcopal 
church in Tegucigalpa. The first 
directors brought sleeping street 
boys back to an old rented country 
house and El Hogar became a reali- 
ty. Now, ten years later, new build- 
ings built by the inhabitants house 
150 youngsters who study cither at 
a nearby trade school or an agri- 
cultural school. The younger boys 
attend school right in the housing 
complex and remain there through 
sixth grade before choosing their 
life's work and moving on. 

Bunny, with Milly and Missy, 
made her most recent tip to El 
Hogar this past January. The wo- 
men stayed at the orphanage for 
nine days and became part of the 
small core or volunteers who are 
dedicated to making El Hogar 
thrive. The volunteers actually be- 
come part of the growing com 
munity for the short time they're 
there and help out wherever need- 
ed» They also learn to put up with 
some inconvenience, like the lack 
of water after 1 p.m. and the filling 
of water buckets before noon so 
dishes and hands can get washed. 

While there, the women took on a 
number of projects, like figuring 
out how to make 36 denim book 
bags on a troublesome sewing ma- 
chine and overseeing the boys as 
they made friendship bracelets and 
wrote thank-you notes to their 
sponsors in the States. Missy, who 
is most fluent in Spanish, taught 
math and geography. When they 
arrived, each woman carried an 
extra suitcase laden with new 
toothbrushes, chewable vitamins, 
and 180 Carmelo candy bars. The 
last was made possible through a 
coupon drive so the special treat 
came practically free of charge 

“We just had the best time. More 
than anything, it was just so much 
fun. We learned that the little bit 
you can do does make a difference 
and boys will be boys no matter 
where you are,” Bunny says of her 
experience, 

Bunny explains that the boys are 
surprisingly well-adjusted consi- 
dering all they've gone through 
Some, like brothers Frankie and 
John, were given up by mothers 
who could no longer take care of 
them. Others, like Gabriel and Ro-

berto, were seriously ill and 
needed treatment in the United 
States. Suill others were victims of 
abuse or witnesses to rape and 
other atrocities committed by the 
military against their families. 
Some boys took to sniffing glue to 
escape from the reality of their 
own world 

El Hogar is run almost like a 
summer camp with a strict sche- 
dule. There are counselors, a 
librarian, a cook, a director, and a 
volunteer coordinator. On a typical 
day, the boys rise at 6:30 a.m. and 
do chores then breakfast on rice, 


milk, and bananas. There are ele- 
mentary classes and enrichment 
activities like music lessons and 
drama courses throughout the day. 
Last year, Bunny was able to hand 
carry 13 donated musical instru- 
ments to Honduras so the boys 
could form a band. 

The youngsters are given one 
limpera, or 25 cents, as an allo- 
wance. Administrators match each 
allowance and put extra money into 
a savings account so the boys have 
their own money when they leave 
the orphanage. 

There is also a system of merits

Bunny herself gets most of her 
donations from St. Elizabeth's 
Episcopal Church and the AIM 
handicapped group in Wilmington 
and St, Marks Episcopal Church in 
Burlington, Last spring, boxes of 
underwear, shoes, and other cloth- 
ing were collected and, in the fall, 
15 boxes of school and other sup- 
plies were dispatched to Hond- 
uras 

"They were thrilled," Bunny says 
with a laugh. 

A big hit over the Christmas 
holiday was a number of Batman 
and other name t-shirts that arrived 
from the States. One pair of roller 
skates was sent from a sponsor and 
quickly made the rounds of the 
complex, High on the current "hot 
item" list are fashionable sunglas- 
Ses. 

Besides traveling to Honduras 
during her free time, Bunny also 
makes the rounds of local churches 
and other organizations the rest of 
the year in order to show slides of 
her experience and interest others 
in the youngsters’ plight. She has 
visited AIM twice and talked to 
Sunday School classes at St Mark's 
to encourage their participation in 

“ ar’s program. Youngsters at 

s and St. Elizabeth's are 
saving their pennies for Lent and 
using them to purchase much need- 
ed underwear for the boys. 

Will she be going back to Hon- 

? Sure. Same time next Jan- 
uary. Though her work for the 
boys at El Hogar requires a lot of 
time and commitment, Bunny, and 
indeed her whole family, are ‘equal 
to the task. The whole experience, 
sums up Bunny, has changed her 
outlook on life in a positive way. 

"You get back more than you 
give. What could be more reward- 
ing than that?" she asks.

She stands only five feet tall 
and weighs a scant 104 pounds, 
but when Capt. Lynne Pitts goes 
for a goal she does it in a very big 
way. 

For instance, by lifting more 
than three times her weight (a bar 
with weights totaling 314 
pounds), she set a national record 
in the deadlift competition of 
powerlifting. That lift, on Feb- 
ruary 22, far surpassed the old 
record of 265 pounds in her 105- 
pound weight class. 

Captain Pitts retumed to Hans- 
com last week after setting that 
record along with two other 
national records and being named 
Outstanding Lifter in the Women's 
Division at the national powerlift- 
ing meet in Reno, Nevada. Called 
the Natural Nationals, it was the 
fourth annual competition by the 
U.S. Powerlifting Federation that 
ensures athletes compete drug- 
free, 

"I went to the meet knowing 
that I would break the records," 
said the 28-year-old, who is chief 
of Disaster Preparedness at 
Hanscom, 

Some 340 lifters participated in 
the meet after qualifying by plac- 


ing in 13 regional meets. Captain

Connecticut, last October, setting 
four regional records there. 

The three-part powerlifting 
competition consists of the dead- 
lift, the squat and the bench press. 
Overall winners in each weight 
class are determined by adding 
the weights lifted in each area. 

Captain Pitts also set national 
records in the bench press compe- 
tition and total weights lifted.

He handed me a card that said 
Vietnam Vets Motorcycle Club. 
On the back was written: 
“Warning: I suffer from occasion- 
al loss of mental stability, and 
become very violent with only 
slight provocation. The veterans 
administration has determined 
that both mental and physical 
harassment of my person may be 
hazardous to your health and well 
being. So stay the hell out of my 
face. Thank you.” 

The card was signed Mad Dog. 
“This guy’s not kidding,” Rick 
said, returning the pile of cards to 
his wallet. 

In spite of the threatening tone 
of those “business cards,” Rick 
insisted that the guys who belong 
to these clubs regard themselves 
as members of just another men’s 
club. So why all the mystique sur- 
rounding these so-called “men's 
clubs?” 

“The difference is,” said Rick, 
“every guy at least once in his 


point average. They are required 
to perform service to the school or 
the community and must have 
demonstrated their strength of 
character and leadership qualities. 
The local newly inducted 
Arthur F. DiMattia,

lifetime wants to leave his every- 
day life behind and live the life of 
a biker.” 

In Winchester, West Virginia, 
men who want to leave a normal 
life behind to join the bikers go to 
a pla led the Silver Dollar 
Saloon.. “Every guy who goes 
into the Silver Dollar Saloon rides 
a Harley and wears a black leather 
jacket,” Rick said. “If he doesn’t, 
he'd better not go in.” 

Another part of the mystique 
surrounding the lifestyle of outlaw 
bikers is the constant threat of 
harm that will come to somebody 
who gets too close to them. Media 
frequently exposes this insidious 
violence, which often leads to 
ruthless killings when somebody 
has crossed an outlaw motorcycle 
gang’s path the wrong way. Rick 
refused to admit that he had ever 
killed anyone who'd crossed his 
wrong path, but indicated, “I’ve 
been defending my honor since | 
was sixteen years old.”

He then said, “Take that for 
what it’s worth.” 

Part of the honor that Rick has 
been defending most of his life 
are what he calls his “rags,” 
which consist of his leathers and 
his motorcycle club emblem, a 
flaming phoenix. 

“Listen,” he said, “I don’t want 
you to think that all outlaw bikers 
are bad, because they’re not. A lot 
of the guys who ride with the 
Angels, the Warlocks and the 
Pagans do charity drives. You 
know, there are a lot of guys who 
belong to these clubs who actually 
own their own very successful 
businesses, and they go to work 
every day wearing a three-piece 
suit.” 

Rick revealed a patch on the 
sleeve of his leather jacket. “See 
this,” he said. “I hold this patch 
for going to a rally for Victnam 
Vets in Washington, D.C.” 

The patch read: “Rolling 
Thunder II, POW/MIA, Washing- 
ton, D.C., May ‘89 March for 
Freedom.” 

“There were tens of thousands 
of bikers from all over the country 
there to bring attention to and 
raise money for Vietnam veter- 
ans,” he said. “You're always 
hearing about how violent we are, 
but you rarely hear about the good 
things we do for people.” 


On this day, Rick was on his 
way to Daytona, Florida, where 
he was going to participate in that 
city’s annual motorcycle week 
celebration. “Now that’s a party,” 
Rick said. “Bikers from all over 
the country head down to Daytona 
for this celebration.” 

Rick likened the Daytona bike 
weck to bikers’ weekend in 
Laconia, New Hampshire, which 
takes place annually each sum- 
mer. During these infamous cele 
brations the media has tended to 
focus on violent confrontations 
and noisy, raucous outdoor par- 
ties, 

“The stories you hear about 
these ies are all true,” Rick 
indicated. “There is a lot happen- 
ing, and sometimes people do get 
hurt.” 

In Laconia, New Hampshire, 
last year, a biker wus seriously 
hurt when a pipe bomb exploded 
in his hand, blowing away most of 
his arm and half of his face 
Because the authorities fear to 
travel into the midst of these out- 
door parties, the injured biker's 
fate was left to his comrades 
eral of whom finally managed to 
get him to a hospital 

“Yeah, this sort of thing is going 
to happen,” Rick admitted. “But 
that’s the risk you take when you 
ride with an outlaw motorcycle 
club.” 

Rick has had his share i close 
calls with violence, also, He relat 
ed one of those incidents: “I was 
ala party once when this guy 
came charging into the room with 
a gun. He was trying to shoot 
somebody else, but I accidentally 


got shot three times instead, There 
were kids all around me at the 
time I got it. 

“With three .22 caliber bullets 
in me I ran outside after the guy. I 
jumped on his car and broke his 
windshield, trying to stop him.” 

Rick’s assailant got away, but 
only temporarily. Rick tracked 
him down and sued him for 
assault with a deadly weapon. “I 
got $11,000 from him,” Rick said, 
adding, “but it cost me $20,000 in 
medical bills. The guy served 
seven years in prison, though.” 


Rick indicated that this sort of 
violence is common between 
motorcycle gangs, yet there is also 
intense camaraderie between the 
members. “When we meet as 
groups, it’s a power thing,” he 
said, “Each group wants to be 
number one, and they'll do any- 
thing to achieve that status and 
then defend their honor, I’ve 
known guys who have tried to kill 
each other when they've been 
with their groups, but when 
they've met each other in a bar, 
one to one, they’re friends.” 

Rick went on: “I’ve stopped to 
help a fellow biker, Then after I 
was finished, I’ve shaken his 
hand, then told him who I was. 
Bikers are always shocked when 
they learn that they've been 
helped by a member of a rival 
club. We're friends at that 
moment. But when we meet again 
as groups, it’s a different story. 
Again, it goes back to that power 
thing I was ing about.” 

With this in mind, Ric! 
out his wallet again. This time he 
flashed a different card. “See 
this,” he said. “I belong to ‘The 
Guardian Plan,’ This is my insur- 
ance card. It guarantees me a full, 
pre-arranged funeral, in case I get 
killed.” 

He slipped the card back into 
his wallet. He said he had to 
leave, that he was expected in 
Daytona, Florida. “I'll bring you 
back a can of Harley Davidson 
beer, which is brewed and dated 
just for this celebration,” he said, 
and then he was off, his long, 
blonde hair flapping beneath his 
helmet and the roar of his ‘8 
Sturgis exploding in the air behind 
him. 

For a fleeting moment | wished 
I could be riding right along side 
him. Rick was right: at least once 
in every man’s life he wishes he 
could leave it all behind and live 
the life of a biker.

Instead, it 
provides a guaranty of up to 
$36,000 to cover losses to the 
lender in the event the veteran 
defaults on the loan. The amount 
of the loan to an eligible veteran 
is not limited to $36,000, but is 
based on the reasonable value of 
the property and the veteran's 
ability to repay the mortgage.

EGG DECORATING TIPS 


+ Don't clean the eggs with 
soap or detergent. The soap 
residue could prevent the eggs 
from absorbing the color. Also, 
thoroughly rinse your cookware

before using to eliminate any 
soapy film. 

+ To preserve the eggshells, 
empty them before coloring. 
Carefully prick each end with a 
pin, needle or small nail. Make 
the hole at one end larger than the 
other. Then, blow into the small 
hole, forcing the contents out the 
other side. 

+ When hard-cooking the eggs, 
use enamel, glass or stainless steel 
cookware. Iron and aluminum 
may cause a reaction that prevents 
the colors from adhering properly. 

+ After the eggs have been 
cooked, run cold water into the 
pan containing the eggs to flush 
out the cooking water, Flushing 
will remove the oils floating on 
the surface of the cooking water. 
These oils could re-adhere to the 
eggs 


* To handle the eggs, use the 
wire dipper inside the PAAS Egg 
Color Cups Kit instead of your 
fingers. The oil from your finger- 
tips could transfer to the eggs and 
prevent the color from adhering.

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+ For drying, lift the eggs from 
the color bath and allow them to 
drip. Then, place the eggs on a 
bottle cap, curtain ring or punch 
out the perforations on the PAAS 
kit to make a drying tray. 

+ Do not color cracked eggs. 

* Do not eat eggs which have 
been out of refrigeration for more 
than two hours. 

+ If planning to use colored 
eggs as decorations or center- 
pieces - where the eggs will be 
out of refrigeration for many 
hours or several days, - prepare 
extra eggs and simply discard 
them after they have served their 
decorative purpose or use emptied 
eggs.

+ Sponge Print; Cut small 
hearts, flowers or other shapes 
from a household sponge, dipping 
a different sponge in each color. 
Dip the sponge into the color 
bath, blot the excess color 
droplets on a paper towel and 
imprint the pattern on the colored 
eggshell. Hold the egg vertically 
between your thumb and index 
finger and tum it as you work. 


+ Spattered Dots: Color an egg 
and set it on top of a bottle. After 
the egg is completely dry, dip a 
toothbrush into the color bath and 
Tun a popsicle stick over the bris- 
Ues of the brush to spatter the 
color. Allow one color to dry 
before adding another unless you 
want the colors to run together. 
Rinse the brush before switching 
colors. 


Sterilization for pets 


Less than 15% of companion 
animals in Massachusetts are 
adopted from animal shelters, 
according to the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals (MSPCA). Yet 
each year hundreds of thousands 
of healthy dogs and cats are euth- 
anized in shelters to make room 
for more unwanted animals. 

“All pets adopted from Massa- 
chusetts shelters are required by 
law to be spayed and neutered," 
said Carter Luke, the MSPCA's 
Vice President of Humane Ser- 
vices. "But that law does not 
include animals that come from 
pet shops, breeders, pets adopted 
from friends and neighbors or 
strays, Subsequently, "the pet pop- 
ulation continues to escalate out 
of control,” Luke said. 


The MSPCA last year sheltered 
close to 37,000 cats, dogs, pup- 
pies and kittens. About 75% of 
these animals had to be cutha- 
nized because of a lack of good 
homes. 

Luke attributes the surplus of 
unwanted pets to careless breed- 
ing and false assumptions about 
Sterilization surgery. 

One of those assumptions, 
according to Penny Cistaro, who 
oversees the MSPCA's shelter 
operations, is that many people 


think it is good for a pet to have at 
least one litter. But delaying this 
surgery is one of the major causes 
of pet over-population, according 
to Cistaro. 

Three years ago the MSPCA 
launched an aggressive public 
awareness campaign on pet over- 
population. Award-winning ads, 
urging pet owners to spay and 
neuter their cats and dogs, were 
featured on thousands of radio 
and telévision stations, 

Cats are especially prolific. 
The number of cats and kittens 
surrendered to MSPCA shelters 
increased rom 19,000 in 1979 to 
some 25,000 in 1989. According 
to Cistaro, these numbers reflect 
the growing popularity of cats as 
house pets and an increasing num- 
ber of stray and abandoned cats 
that roam city streets and country- 
sides. An estimated 832,000 cats 
and 684,000 dogs now live as pets 
in Massachusetts, 

The MSPCA urges prospective 
pet owners to visit their local ani- 
mal shelter for an animal compan- 
ion. People who have pets already 
should have them spayed or 
neutered before the spring breed- 
ing season begins.

"The Fourth War" Starring Roy 
Scheider, Jurgen Prochnow, Harry 
Dean Stanton, Directed by John 
Frankenheimer. Screenplay by 
Stephen Peters, Kenneth Ross. 
Produced by Wolf Schmidt. Based 
on the novel by Stephen Peter. 
Rated R. 
‘That the Russians are no longer 
our enemies is going to put a real 
crimp in the spy genre. We just 
don't hate them anymore and can't 
get away with blaming them for 
everything. A writer can try to get 
around this problem by placing a 
story a few years in the past, but 
we all know how it will turn out 
because, hey, we would have 
noticed if there had been a war. 

Even if we suspend our disbe- 
lief, we can't really get past the 
knowledge that everything will 
turn out all right in the end. Kind 
of puts a damper on any suspense 
the story might arouse, which is 
exactly the case with "The Fourth 
War." There are moments in this 
flick that manage some excite- 
ment, but they are few and far 
between. 

Roy Scheider stars as Colonel 
Jack Knowles, a screw-up the 
army tends to station in out-of- 
the-way posts, away from any 
possible trouble. He's been a good 
boy for a while now and his 
buddy, played by Harry Dean 
Stanton, lands him an okay job in 
West Germany, right on the Czech 
border. 

It is here he encounters a 
Czech Colonel who is his 
Communist counterpart, played 
by German actor Jurgen 
Prochnow. The story raises an 
interesting point with these two 
men. What becomes of war heroes 
who were never treated as such, 
whether they put in their time in 
Vietnam or Afghanistan? Trained 
as soldiers, taught to hate, full of 
anger at the changes in the world, 
they just don't fit in anymore. 
These two men find their relief by 
using one another as the object of 
their irate passions. 


As Scheider and Prochnow 
engage in a cat and mouse game 
along the border, the story really

picks up steam. But between per- 
sonal skirmishes, the story mean- 
ders along a wordy, dull path. 
Director John Frankenheimer, 
who gave us the amazing 
“Manchurian Candidate" 26 years 
ago, has a deft touch when it 
comes to personal conflicts, but 
his expository scenes are leaden. 
When these two aren't fighting, 
there really is no action. 

Ultimately, their litthe war 
doesn't amount to'much, as we 
already know things aren't going 
to get too out of hand. Ironically, 
if Frankenheimer had directed this 
picture 10 years ago, it might 
have been better received. As it 
stands, it's just too dated. 


Pretty Woman is an utterly 
endearing comedy that is also 
completely sexist. Julia Roberts 
plays a prostitute who is remade 
by her corporate prince, Richard 
Gere. Completely enjoyable, 
absurdly romantic and thoroughly 
misogynist, it's one of those 
movies that will probably rank as 
a guilty pleasure, but you can't 
deny that it's well made. Rated R.

The Imported Bridegroom is a 
charming comedy by local film- 
maker Pam Berger. Based on 
Abraham Cahan's story, a turn-of- 
the-century Bostonian returns to 
Poland to find a husband for his 
daughter.

The truth about 


nutrition myths — 


Perhaps it was your running 
partner who suggested it. Or 
maybe you read it somewhere. 


_ For years you've been eating a 


candy bar or some raw honey 
before exercising to get some 
"quick energy." Yet your body 
often sent signals that it didn't . 
appreciate your supposedly help- 
ful gesture. Instead you felt shaky, 
even weaker than before you ate. 
Are you the victim of a nutrition 
myth? 

The answer is an emphatic yes, 
and you're not alone. Millions of 
Americans fall victim to nutrition 
myths and stereotypes that hinder 
their efforts to improve their over- 
all fitness and good health. 

Eating some honey or a candy 
bar before exercising to get some 
quick energy is one of the biggest 
myths. The fact is that candy bars 
or other sugars, including soft 
drinks, can cause a reaction called 
hypoglycemia, also known as low 
blood sugar. Real energy comes 
from a regular and consistent diet. 
A high-carbohydrate diet from the 
four basic food groups will enable 
an individual to perform at their 
very best. 


The Massachusetts Dietetic 
Association knows that counter- 
ing all the untruths about nutrition 
and exercise practices is a never- 
ending task. For instance, how 
often have your heard it said that 
drinking milk before exercising 
causes cotton mouth, cuts your 
wind, and decreases ‘speed? There 
probably isn't a high school gym 
coach alive who hasn't spouted 
that line at least once a semester. 

But "Coach" is wrong! That 
dryness we call "cotton mouth" 
appears to be due to emotional 
stress and fluid loss, not due to 
drinking milk. Studies show your 
body does not decline in athletic 
performance when the diet 
includes milk. Nutritionists in- 
stead suggest it is vitally impor- 
tant to include milk in your diet to 
maintain strong bones, Calcium is 
the key to healthy bones, and milk 


and dairy products are primar 
sources of calcium. bo 


Those same studies also point 
out that adults are often guilty of 
neglecting their calcium needs, 
with the mistaken belief that only_ 
growing children need to enhance 
their intake, 

Then there is the myth thal 
drinking water during exercise 
causes cramps and upset stomach, 
and slows you down, In fact, 
water is the most important nutri- 
ent when exercising, because it” 
cools your body's temperature. As 
you exercise, your body sweats to 
cool you down safely. Avoiding 
water leads to dehydration. 
Symptoms include chills, clammy 
skin and nausea. At its worst, a 
dehydrated runner can experience 
life-threatening symptoms includ- 
ing kidney failure. 

The truth of the matter: drink 
plenty of cool, plain water before; 
during and after practice and com- 
petition. It is also a good idea to 
avoid those sport drinks before or 
during exercise. They often con- 
tain high amounts of salt and 
sugar, and are more difficult for 
your body to absorb than plain 
water. 

If you are confused about the 
right things to do for your body, 
help is just around the corner, The 
MDA-Boston Milk Run and 
Nutrition Fair on Sunday, April 8 
at Simmons College offers 
answers, The Nutrition Fair fea- 
tures registered dietitians who 
offer a wealth of important infor- 
mation to help you choose a 
healthy diet, and follow a sound 
fitness routine.

Settle divorce out of court 


A pilot project that is expected 
to help settle divorce cases out- 
side of the courtroom has been 
started in Middlesex County by 
the Massachusetts Bar Assoc- 
iation. 

The project facilitates the set- 
tlement of divorce cases by pro- 


viding lawyers and their clients ~ 


with an opportunity to meet with 
an independent lawyer experi- 
enced in family law matters. This 
lawyer will give the two parties an 
unbiased assessment of the case 
including an option on the likely 
outcome of the action should it go 
to court. A recommendation will 
be made for an out of court settle- 
ment. 

“The case evaluation project 
will give parties to a divorce guid- 
ance from an experienced, inde- 
pendent lawyer who will give 
them a realistic assessment of the 
parameters of the case if it were to 
go to court,” said recently 
appointed probate court judge 
Eileen Shaevel of Newton. 

It is anticipated that the project 


will help reduce the backlog of 
cases waiting to be heard in the 
course by providitg an alternative 
forum for resolving disputes, 

The evaluation procedure 
begins when lawyers, after confer- 
ring with their clients and agree- 
ing to submit to independent eval- 
uation, contact the bar association 
which provides them with the 
names of evaluators, An evalua- 
tion session is held, at the conclu- 
sion of which both sides are given 
a written commentary that 
includes provisions of a recom- 
mended settlement. There is a fee 
for the evaluation and it is shared 
by the clients. 


"The entire process is volun- 
tary and strictly confidential," 
Shaevel said. 

Arrangements for evaluations 
must be made by lawyers. 
Lawyers wishing to set up an 
evaluation or to receive more 
information may call the MBA at 
(617) 542-3602 and ask for exten- 
sion 611.
